Washington. Feb. 22.— Great Brit- 
ain's official declaration In defense of 
the use by British merchant ships of 
neutral flags failed to change the in- 
ternational situation arising because of 
the war zone and Hag questions in the 
opinion of adininistratiou officials, ex- 
cept that it possibly opens the way 
for further excliange of diplomatic 
notes between the United States and 
lingland and the United States and 
German.v. 

At the same time it was admitted 
that the blowing up by a mine of an 
American ship with the possible loss 
of American lives miglit bring the is 
sue to a crisis, and the feeling of ap- 
prehension still prevails in official 
circles. The general oiiinion that no 
effort would be iiiado by the Washing- 
ton government to halt American com- 
merce wltli Europe was unaltered, and 
this, taken in connection with Ger- 
many's diselainier ot resi)onsibiIity 
for anything tliai might happen to 
neutral ships either from submarines 
or mines, served to keep up tlie anxi- 
ety. 

To Hold the Wllhelmina. 

London, Feb. 22. — The cargo of the. 
American steamer Wilhelmina will be 
held by the British government pend- 
ing a decision of the prize court. 

And British merchant vessels will 
continue to use the American flag, 
or any other flag, whenever they tliink 
It necessary to do so to escape destruc- 
tion by the Germans. 

If this results in destruction of an 
American vessel by a German sul>- 
marine, the United States government 
must look to Germany^ — ^not to Eng- 
land — for redress. 

This announcement was made by 
Sir Edward Grey, foreign secretary. 

In a memorandnm relating to the 
eontrovcrsy between Great Britain 
and the United- States -onrer foodstuffs 
it is made clear that Great Britain 
Intends ts. declare aQ foodstoffs for 
Germany oontraband. 

Germans Violate Law. 

After reviewing the German meth 
ods of warfare and denouncing them 
as absolute vlofations of all interna- 
tional usages. Sir Edward says: 

"If, therefore, his majesty's govern- 
ment should hereafter feel constrained 
to- declare foodstuffs absolute contra- 
band or to take other measures for In- 
terfering with German trade by way 
of reprisals, they confidently expect 
that such action will not be chal- 
lenged on the part of the neutral 
states by appealing to laws and usages 
of war whose yaiidlty rests on' fhetr 
forming an integral, part of that sys- 
tem of international doctrine which, 
•s a whole, the enemy frankly boasts 
the .continuation to disregard so long 
as such neutral states cannot compel 
the German government to abandon 
methods _0f warfare which tiave not 
in recent history been regarded as 
having the sanction ot either law or 
humanity." 

Use of Flag Defended. 

The foreign office transmitted to 
Ambassador Page Its reply to the 
American protest against a general 
use by Britisli merchant vessels of the 
American flag. 

The note admits that the Cunarder. 
Lusltania on her most recent, voyage 
.from New York to Liverpool raised 
the American flag, but only "to save 
the lives of noncombatants, crew and 
passengers. '

Floating Mines Cause Alarm.

Spot Where the Evelyn Enters Depths 
Is Not Inohidsd in the 
War zone.

Bremen, via London. — The Ameri- 
can steamer Evelyn, which sailed 
from New York, January 29, with a 
cargo of cotton for Bremen, struck a 
mine off Borkum Island, in the North 
Sea. The vessel sank. Her Captain 
and 27 of her crew were saved. The 
Evelyn is the first American vessel to 
meet with disaster as a result of tbe 
seaware of the European nations. She 
did not sink within the war zone in- 
cluded in the German Admiralty's de- 
cree of February 4, which went into 
effect. Borkum Island lies directly off 
the German coast, at the mouth of the 
Ems River, and is German territory. 

The Evelyn was a single screw 
steamship and was commanded by 
Captain Smith.

Bull & Co., of New York, and was 
chartered by the Harries, Irby & Voce 
Cotton Co. to take a cargo of cotton to 
Bremen. She was 252 feet long and 
1,185 tons net. She was built in South- 
ampton, England, in 1883. Her home 
port was Philadelphia. The Evelyn 
was last reported as arrivias at Rot 
terdam February 17.

Full Report of Grand Jury.] 

To Hon. 3. M. Benton, 

.Tudtre Madison County Cour:. 
Dear Sir: We, the jury empanelleil lo 
iavesti(?aie ibeafTairs of Madison county, 
beg leave to report that we have inquir- 
ed dilllKeoity into all cases reported to 
us and find that ibe ttajority ot lawless- 
ness in this county Is traceable to the 
use of intozioanis and the unlawful 
practice of pistol loiioar. 

We belieive tb'at there is more or less 
whisky and beer sold iii nearly every 
neichborhood in this county, but in the 
ciiy of Ricjimond, under the shadow oT 
her churches and court-house, we find 
the most flagrnut violations of the local 
option law. We have had many vil- 
nesses before us, and exhausted our tal 
em of interrogation, but the intoxicants 
or kome other cause seem to have dim- 
tned their STesighl and affieoied their 
memory until ihey fail to recognize faces 
or lo remember names or dales. We 
believe thai in jnany cases purchasers of 
boot leg whisliy could, if lAey would, 
give the information sought. The books 
of the Adanu Esprast Co. and L. & N. 
Kailroad Oo.sho# an astonishing amount 
of whisky shipped into our county, and 
we believe In many instances flciieions 
names are used to deceive the public 
and thereby conceal the identity of the 
owner. We believe that the only way 
to lessen these shipments and to bring 
the guilly ones to justice is to stimulate 
a more concerted action among friends 
of temperance, and to elect olBeers in 
sy mpaihy with local option: ^ 

The next in- imlportance to the illicit 
sale of wliisky comes the pistol toter, 
wiib bis attributes — homicide, shooting 
on the highway, disturbing the peace, 
terrorizing women, disturbing public 
worship, eic We believe thai these 
causes can be greally red-uced if the 
good people in every community would 
assist in furnishing evidence and our 
juries and officers would inHiot the pen- 
alties now on oar statute books wi Jioui 
fear or favor. 

In nearly every case of homicide lhal 
has come to us we beiieve that the kill- 
ing mieht have been averted but for the 
ever-ready, deadly pistol. 

A committee of three was appointed 
to examine the license iMwk for horse 
and jack licenses and tAey reponad do 
irregularities. 

We visited the county jairand found 
it in bad condition. The plumbing is 
out of fix and unsanitary. More cl'isets 
are needed and bedding should bech ing- 
ed occasionally, and a more liberal use 
of soap, water and disinfeolants would 
add to the comfort of inipittes and to the 
good nam4 o( Old Madison county. 

There was soma complaint among the 
prisoners about their fare, but we be- 
lieve ihat they are now well fed and 
well treated. 

Mr. Taylor tells us lhal Ihe discipline 
for the most part is good. Ue explains 
the trouble he has in keeping the jail free 
of vermin so long as fresh recruits come 
in so frequently from "Rat Row. 
There are in jail at present 21 whites 
and 12 colored — 29 males and two fe- 
males, which taxes ihe capacity of our 
jail, and this grand jury has emphazed 
the imporiance of rii;id sanitary efforts 
on the part of Mr. Taylor while it is in 
such a crowded condition. 

Our public highways io the county 
are in a deplorabia coodition. oaused by 
the unusually bad weather and the hea- 
vy hauling over them while they are 
soft, and we ursre the fiscal court to 
spend every available dollar on them 
during the coming season, that Madison 
county may be abreast of her sister coun- 
ies in the mailer of good roads. 

The citizens of Richmond called our 
attention to the poor oondiiien of some 
of the streets and sidewalks in the city 
of Richmond, namely Bast Main street, 
leading lo the L. & N. R. R depot, and 
Third street, leading lo the tobacco 
warehouses. We had a majority of the 
City Coun^ifl before us and they assured 
us that work would begin on these 
thoroughfares as soon as the weather 
would permit, and that they would be 
put in thorough condition. 

A committee was sent to examine the 
county poor-house, near Union, and they 
reporied ihe iusiituiion a disgrace to a 
civilized community. It is unsanitary 
in the superlative degree, with grates 
and hearths broken and out of repair; 
wall paper loose and banging, which fur 
nishes abundant hiding places for she 
bedbugs, which infest the pisoo in nmta

Makes Prize Winners. 

At a great barbecue on the Owens- 
boro Fair Grounds last May, attended 
by 20,000 farmers and feeders, there 
were on exhibition scores of fine hogs 
fattened on distillers' dried grains and 
slops, and many cash prizes were 
awarded. Officials from the agricul- 
tural department of the State and Fed- 
eral Government- were present and 
made addresses on the proper care 
and feeding of hogs and tlie preven-. 
tion of cholera. Specimens of distil- 
lers' dried grains and slops from va- 
rious distilleries were also on exhibi- 
tion and their respective food value 
were explained by experts. 

Fattens Quiekly. 
One of the {greatest advantages in 
feeding distillers' dried grain is the 
fact that nothing is lost. The distil- 
lers remove only the non-fattening 
portions of the grain, leaving an aver- 
age of 40 per cent of protein, which 
Is the element reqidred to fatten 
stock. It' has been supposed by many 
people that the best way to fatten a 
hog is to feed hard corn. But corn 
in the natural state yields about 13 
per cent of protein, as much of it 
passes through the animal undigested. 
Distillers' dried grains therefore pos- 
sess about three times the fattening 
properties of natural com. .By feed- 
ing these dried grains, with alfalfa, 
clover or other green stuffs, hogs fat- 
ten quicker and better tlian by the use 
of com aloae and at Tery much less 
cost. 



of rich farmers who made their money 
ont of hogs. They feed the raw grain 
to the porker and sell him at the 
highest price in the biggest markets 
of the country. They have no such 
advantages as the Kentucky farmer 
has. At our very doors, and at a 
much lower cost than com the Iowa 
and Indiana farmer feeds, we have the 
feed tliat will prodoce tlM beat pork 
in the world. 

The Farmer's Opportunity. 

The greatest single industry In Ken- 
tuclty is iU distilleries. This Industry 
pays more taxes for the maintenance 
ot the State than all other manafac- 
during industries combined. Thon- 
sands of tons of slops containing nu- 
tritious, fat-producing elements are 
dumped into the waste neap simply be- 
cause Kentucky feeders have not 
waked up to their opportunity. A com- 
paratively small portion of this by- 
product is dried and sliipped to Eu- 
rope to be used as dairy feed and tor 
fattening hogs. 

But why ship any ot these dried 
grains to^)enmark and Holland when 
we can use them here at home up to 
the full capacity of every distillery in 
the State, thereby increasing the prof- 
its of bog-raising and adding many 
millions of dollars annually to the 
wealth of the farmers of the state. 

Cheaper Feed Than Corn. 

Farmers should sell the com they 
raise at the high price it usually 
brings, and buy, for less money, more 
ahd better feed in the form of distil- 
lers' dried grains. By doing this they 
can fatten more hogs at less cost and 
sell them In the market Cor larger 
profits. It is a simple bnsinees propo- 
sition that shooM not be orolooked 
by the Carmer.
